State Geology Dept. Studies 
Barth’s Strata in This Area 


When a corps of field engineers 
from the State Geology Depart­ 
ment complete surveys this winter 
and spring, Southeast Missourians 
will know much more about 
the 
earth they are living on. 
The 
men, 
McKay 
Coleman, 
Clyde Walker and Hale Gillespie, 
have been making magnetic sur­ 
veys in this county to determine 
the folds of rocks 
beneath 
the 
ground surface. Under H. S. Mc­ 
Queen. assistant 
state 
geologist, 
the group is making its 
present 
headquarters at Sikeston. 
Mr. McQueen hopes to have the 
work completed in the Southeast 
Missouri delta 
land 
by 
April. 
Then, in a published report, peo­ 
ple of this territory may 
possibly 
learn where oil or gas deposits arc 
indicated and also where valuable 
pottery clay exists. 
The men make their charts with 
magnetometers at intervals 
un­ 
usually a mile apart. 
These 
in­ 
struments record the variation of 
magnetic lines of force from the 
regular path to the magnetic pole. 
Rocks 
bunched 
together 
either 
upward or downward will cause 
the variation. 
Oil and gas 
de­ 
posits force rocks upward. 
However, geologists know 
that 
certain types of rocks 
are 
not 
found in oil producing areas, ante- 
dnting the prehistoric 
era 
when 


oil was formed. These older rocks 
are found around Poplar BlufT, in 
the Ozark 
approaches.

other hand, rocks found around
